Denver, Jan. 21.—When the hour 
for opening the house arrived, the 
senators had not reached an agree­ 
m ent and the house m embers realized 
th at unless decisive steps were taken 
both senate factions would demand 
adm ittance to the house, thus placing 
he house in a position of deciding the 
question as to which is the legal sen­ 
ate. 
Every house mem ber was op­ 
posed to this, so a motion to adjourn 
until 2 o’clock Friday, which would 
give the senators ample tim e to set­ 
tle their troubles, unanimously pre­ 
vailed. 
Hardly had the house been declared 
adjourned before the Democratic mem­ 
bers filed across the second floor lobby, 
through the crowd of Larim er street 
toughs around to the side door of thé 
senate, past thé guards in the ante­ 
room, and*, into the senate Chamber 
w here a resolution 
haçL 
ju st been 
adopted to go into joint sèssion to 
vote for a United States sénator. 
Where the Plot Failed. 
This coup was planned by some of 
the over-zealous Teller supporters, but 
as far as today is concerned, it com­ 
pletely failed. 
There were six mem­ 
bers who refused to be a party to the 
proceedings. Theÿ were: Senators Mc­ 
Guire, Barela, Buckley and Graves and 
Representatives Madden and Kelley. 
Later Kelley changed his mind and 
voted for Mr. Teller. 
The claims of 
the Teller men were th at if the 51 
Democrats all voted for one man he 
would have received a m ajority of 
the m em bers of the Fourteenth gen­ 
eral assem bly and thereby be elected. 
Everything in the way of arrange­ 
ments, such as providing the house 
and senate journals of yesterday, se­ 
curing house roll calls, and unlocking 
the doors and removing the senate 
door guard had 
been 
planned, but 
the prom oters 
failed in one 
trivial 
item : th at of securing the votes. 
In opening Chairman Adams decid­ 
ed th at the hour for a joint session 
to vote for United States senator had 
arrived; th at the house of representa­ 
tives was locked and therefore it could 
not be held there; 
th at the house 
bad adjourned, and a portion of its 
membership gone; that; the regular 
presiding officer of the senate was de- 
relict'ln his duty and th at the consti­ 
tution of the United States made it 
a command th at the vote be taken to­ 
day, hence he, as the next highest of­ 
ficer of the senate, would proceed to 
preside. 
He appointed Secretary of 
the Senate Sprague, secretary of the 
joint session, and ordered the roll 
called.

the room who did not respond, but 
were marked present. 
Barela’s Pertinent Questions. 
Senator Barela 
placed 
the 
first 
stum bling block in the path of Sena­ 
tor Teller’s election. 
He asked how 
the 24 house members could 
vote to 
adjourn the house until Friday a t 2 
o’clock, and then deliberately walk 
over to the senate, and engage in a 
joint' session. 
He held th at before 
a joint session could 
be 
instituted, 
both houses m ust adopt resolutions by 
a m ajority vote to hold such a session. 


He raised the point of order th at the 
joint session had not been regularly 
organized and moved to adjourn. 
A 
point of order is never debatable, but 
by unanimous consent, this was de 
bated, Chairman Adams asking* for 
information. 
Senator Ballinger thought tLat the 
session was duly organized. 
If not, 
why need Barela move to adjourn? 
Senator Ward read from the constitu­ 
tion of the United States and claimed 
that the law w-as explicit, that the 
joint session should be held today. He 
said it was not a joint session of the 
two houses, but of the members of 
the two houses, that neither house had 
anything to do whatsoever with the 
joint session, th at it was composed of. 
100 individual men and not of the 
two houses. 
He held that the house 
adjournm ent until 
Friday 
was con­ 
trary to the constitution, and that the 
action, of the 24 Democraic members 
of the house In voting to adjourn, was.

Opposed Illegal Actions. 
Senator Barela 
replied at Pength.

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REVOLUTIONISTS DEFEATED 
BY THE VENEZUELA TROOPS 
By Associated Press 
Caracas, Jan. 21.—The revolutionary 
force under General Riera, which a t­ 
tacked Coro Monday, was oblige! to 
retreat leaving 30 men killed an.l 115 
wounded behind, as w’ell as many pris­ 
oners and a considerable 
amount 
of 
arms and baggage in the hands of the 
government forces. 
At 1 o’clock Monday morning the rev­ 
olutionists under 
Riera 
unexpectedly 
assumed the offensive. The government 
supposed that General Hiera 
ui 
Sabineta, but instead he appeared out­ 
side Coro with 1,000 men, lrs entire 
command, .and attacked the town from 
two different directions at tti^ same 
time. One rebel column succeeded in 
pushing nearly to the center of the 
town. At liist the government soldiers 
Were thrown into con fusion, but as soon 
as they recovered from the surprise they 
stood up against the rebel forces. The 
government tioops were commanded by 
Generals Hermosillo and Taleria. After 
an engagement, which lasted for ten 
hours, the fighting going 
on 
in 
the 
streets and from the houses of Coro, 
the revolutionists were obliged to re­ 
tire. 
General Riera, who showed great p el- 
sonnl bravery Curing the fight, is re- 
pcrtt-d to have been woundsil in the leg. 


He is now fleeing in the direction oe 
Paraguayana and he will probably em ­ 
bark for Curacao. 
The government lost -en men killed. 
The house., in Coro are riddled with 
'■.uli’ts. 
Thf victory of the government at Coro 
is held up here as a proof that the revo- 
lut'on is far from being a success as is 
/•eiiesented at WiUemsla-.lr, where the 
revolutionary headquarters are. Gener­ 
al Vtsiuleni, who has arrived at Maputo 
near La Guayra, from Barcelona,, after 
hav-i'g eluded th« veasais of 1 Re block­ 
ading powre?-<i reports that the govern­ 
ment has 3,000 men with whicn to op-Vi

landing arms and ammunition for the 
use of the revolutionists under General 
Riera at a point on the coast near Coro.

and that they succeeded in passing the 
blockade when loaded with arms and 
ammunition for

quoted in Caracas as proof of the truth 
of the frequent statem ents to the effect 
that tiie blockading powers are interest­ 
ed in aiding tiie revolution.

Pa., Jan. 21.—The ses­ 
sions of the coal strike commission to­ 
day were enlivened by some interesting 
testimony. The feature of the session 
w as Chairman Gray’s rather strong re­ 
marks in commenting on an incident 
w'here District President Fahey of the 
Miners union would not grant “permis­ 
sion” during the strike to a contractor 
to erect a boiler House at a colliery, the 
work being necessary to preserve the 
mine from damage. The president of the 
commission said that he hated tyranny 
no matter whether it was practiced by 
an operator, a miner or any one else. 
R. S. Mercur, a district superintend­ 
ent of the Lehigh Valley collieries in 
the Mahony and 
Shamokin 
districts, 
gave some interesting testim ony which 
livened the proceedings 
considerably. 
The men in his collieries worked on an 
average, he said, about seven hours a 
day. The miners, he continued, did not 
produce any more coal as a result of 
President Mitchell's “hurry up’’ order. 
They claim there is no coal shortage, he 
said, and that it was a schem e of the 
operators to show that the men are 
earning larger wages. 
Chairman Gray remarked 
that the 
miners should come to W ilmington (his 
home) and see poor people standing 
around waiting to buy a bucket of 
coal at 17 and 18 cents a bucket. 
Mr. Mercur told of the trouble 
in 
keeping the water from accumulating in 
the mines during the strike. 
He said 
the company had contracted w’ith a man 
to build a boiler house for Packer col­ 
liery No. 5. The strikers refused to per­ 
mit this to be done; they would not 
even permit material to be taken from 


the railroad cars. Finally the contrac­ 
tor wrote to District President Fahey, 
asking permission to erect the boiler 
house and the ¡4 bor leader replied: 
"On account of existing conditions L 
cannot grant you the permission, which, 
as I understand from your letter you 
request." 
The letter further stated 
that Mr. 
Fahey was still w illing to m eet him and 
discuss the matter. 
Chairman Gray asked if he did not 
apply to Mr. Fahey and he replied that 
he did not.

DEPARTMENT OF 
COMMERCE AND LABOR 
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(By Associated Press Exclusively to the Gazette, in Colorado Springs.) 
Washington, Jan. 17.—At the end of a struggle which prolonged the 
day’s session until after 6 o’clock, the house passed the substitute for the 
senate bill to establish a department of commerce and labor. The vote 
stood 137 to 40. All the Republicans and 29 Democrats voted for the bill. 
In committee of the whole the Democrats and a sprinkling of Kepub- 
licans led by Mr. Corliss, Republican, of Michigan, struck out the portion 
of the bill providing for a bureau of insurance. By a piece of parlia­ 
mentary strategy, Mr. Hepburn, Republican, of Iowa, chairman of the 
interstate commerce commission, sought to have this provision restored, 
but the opposition stood fast and he was overcome. 
The Democrats 
then attempted to recommit the bill with instructions to report back a 
separate bill for the creation of a department of labor but the motion 
■was lost. The only other substantial amendment was one to authorize 
the president to transfer the interstate commission to the new depart­ 
ment. 
^ 
The substitute as passed by the house differs from the senate bill 
in important particulars. It leaves the life-saving service, the marine 
hospital service, the steamboat inspection service, the bureau of naviga­ 
tion and the shipping commissioners tinder the control of the treasury 
department, but authorizes the president, in his discretion, to transfer 
other bureaus for the collection of statistics and the interstate com­ 
merce commission to the new department. It places under the control 
of the new department the national bureau of standards, the coast and 
geodetic survey, the bureau of statistics, the census bureau, the bureau 
of foreign commerce, the bureau of immigration, including jurisdiction 
over Chinese immigration, and also creates the bureau of manufactures 
and corporations.

FATAL EXPLOSION ON 
BOARD THE MASSACHUSETTS 
(By A ssociated P ress Exclusively to the 
G a*ette in Colorado Springs.) 
San Juan, P uerto Rico, Jan . 17.—Five 
men w ere killed and four others w ere 
wounded, tw o of them probably fatally, 
by the explosion of a pow der charge of 
an S-inch gun on board the U nited S tates 
battleship M assachusetts yesterday m orn­ 
ing while a t ta rg et practice off Culebra 
island. 
D etails of the explosion w ere obtained 
when the M assachusetts arrived here to ­ 
day. 
The explosion occurred In th e s ta r­ 
board afte r 8-inch tu rret, shortly before 
noon yesterday, and w as due to th e acci­ 
dental discharge of a percussion prim er 
while the breech of th e gun w as open. 
The full charge exploded in th e tu rre t 
and killed or injured all th e crew o f the 
gun, num bering nine men. E nsign W ard 
T. W ortm an, w ho w as in charge of th e 
tu rre t, escaped injury, though 
he 
w as 
standing near the scene of th e explo­ 
sion. 
M agnificent discipline w as im m ediately 
shown by the officers and crew of the 
battleship. C aptain B arry Lee, com m and­ 
ing th e m arine guard of the vessel and 
Ensign Clarence Abele im m ediately flood­ 
ed the tu rre t w ith w ater and L ieutenant 
C harles F . H ughes and G unner Ivullwein 
w ent below to the m agazine, picking up 
pow der cartridges, and prevented fu rth e r 
explosions, w hile L ieutenant W illiam C. 
Cole and Gun C aptain Sonem an entered 
th e tu rre t and w ithdrew the charge from 
th e o th er gun, whose breech w as open. 
The survivors of the gun’s crew , w hen 
rescued, w ere burned, m utilated and near­ 
ly dead. 
One m an whose clothing w as on fire, 
jum ped overboard. 
In less th a n a m inute a fte r the explosion 
three stream s of w ater w ere pouring into 
the tu rre t, preventing the charge in the 
other 8-inch gun from exploding.

Long before 2 o’clock thousands haiJ 
assembled at the site on the campus 
where the foundation of the library has 
been laid. 
Shortly after 2 the grand 
lodge of masons. Governor Peabody 
and dignitaries of the Episcopal church 
made their appearance and the cere­ 
monies began.* A casket placed in a 
receptacle in the stone contained 1901 
and 1902 catalogues of the university, 
catalogues of other state institutions, 
copies of leading 
newspapers and 
copies of Silver, and Gold, the univer­ 
sity paper. 
Not the slightest hitch 
occurred to mar the beauty of the 
ceremony, and after the stone had been 
laid by Grand Master Dean, assisted 
by other members of the lodge. Presi­ 
dent tíatier of the faculty, with a few 
appropriate words, introduced Governor 
Peabody, who delivered the principal 
address.

The num erous contingent of civilized 
hum anity, whose cup of happiness is 
never quite to th eir taste unless flavor­ 
ed w ith an adm ixture of m isery should 
be g ratefu l to those scientific publicists 
who have recently predicted the ex­ 
haustion of our an th racite coal m ines 
in about 100 y ears and of our bitum i­ 
nous supply a few decades fu rth er on. 
I t is tru e th a t the prophecy holds no 
eerious m enace to th is generation, but 
it will, nevertheless, supply th a t indis­ 
pensable flavoring of doleful apprehen­ 
sion, for th a t class of persons whose 
felicity 
has to be 
m ixed 
w ith 
woe 
In order to m ake it palatable are ex­ 
trem ely sym pathetic and unselfish. 
I t 
is not enough for them to know th a t 
the coal will last until they and th eir 
grandchildren have 
gone 
w here they 
m ay reasonably expect to be kept w arm 
in spite of the coal tru st. The ten tacles 
of th eir affection go out to m ore rem ote 
descendant» and, as th ey huddle around 
th e register, th e rad iato r o r,th e open 
g rate the te a r unbidden s ta rts fo r the 
afflictions of generations th a t will 
be 
born into a coalless world. T his is no't 
really crying for joy, nor yet for woe, 
it is like th a t “sw eet sorrow ” akin to 
ecstasy th a t cam e to Rom eo and Juliet. 
W e suppose there oan be little doubt 
th a t all the coal and coal oil on e arth 
will be exhausted in 200 y ears a t the 
present ra te of per cap ita consum ption. 
N atu ral gas will go m uch sooner th an 
th a t. W ood w ill not do for a dependen­ 
cy because of Its ill adaptation to m any 
purposes for w hich other fuel products 
are em ployed and for the fu rth er reason 
th a t the destruction 
of 
the 
forests 
would produce unendurable calam ities. 
B ut all th a t does not necessarily m ean 
th a t a coalless age and the absence of 
n a tu ra l g as and kerosene will be d esti­ 
tu te of heating facilities: th a t there 
will be no h e at for dom estic uses, for 
m anufacturing and for transportation. 
N atu re h as m ade no such blunder as 
th a t. 
N othing In th e story of this 
earth furnishes ground for such an in ­ 
dictm ent of its creator. The m eans of 
developing h eat w ould be am ple if all 
existing fuels w ere sw ept off the globe. 
T he winds, w aves and tides produce 
force enough to w arm 
a 
thousand 
w orlds if th eir m otion w ere so controll­ 
ed as to ta x its heat-developing capaci­ 
ty. And there is exhautless heat in the 
sun. 
Invention Is not dead. 
N either 
a b stra c t nor physical science is going 
on the retired list. W h at has been ac­ 
com plished even In the last few decades 
ought to banish any doubt of the capac- 
ty of m an to overcom e such an obstacle 
to progress a s the exhaustion of fuel. I 
There is in th a t record no encourage- | 
m ent for th e “sw eet sorrow ” of which 
we have spoken, b u t our friends of 
th e briny eye can draw on other sources, 
wJiHe the rest of m ankind can face the 
fu tu re w ith firm faith in the continued 
progress of 'th e race. 
W hy m ay not 
Stored h eat from the sun take the place 
of coal? And who. in view of w h at we 
have before us in electrical science, has 
reason to doubt the feasibility of em ­ 
ploying the force of th e w aves and tides 
to do all th a t the coal m ines are now 
perform ing?—(W ashington Post.

Syst«m. 
T he fu n d s am ounting to m illions of 
dollars, established by A lfred K rupp 
fo r th e benefit of his w orkm en, w ere 
v astly increased during the lifetim e o | 
F riedrich K ru p u , E v e ry B tudent cjf sQ-. 


cial econom y knows 
th a t for 
m any 
years these institutions have been ad 
m irably organized, and th a t the K rupp 
factory w as the prototype of the im ­ 
perial G erm an legislation for the benefit 
of the w orkingm an, and for those regu 
lations which have determ ined the m u­ 
tual relations of the em ployer and the 
employe, in all G erm any—th a t the firm 
of K rupp has had an invalid's fund 
since 1853, and a pension fund w ith a 
capital of over 1,000,000 m arks (about 
$350,000) since 1855. 
In 1877, during Alfred K rupp's life­ 
tim e, a life insurance association was 
founded, the affairs of which are m an­ 
aged by a board of directors, backed 
by the credit of the g reat firm, who act 
as interm ediary between eight large in 
suranee com panies and the policy hold­ 
ers; the latter receive one-h.alf of the 
bonuses paid, in the form of deductions 
from their prem ium s, the other half be 
ing p u t into the funds of the assoeia 
tion, 
to protect 
the 
policy 
holders 
against cancellation. 
According to the insurance law of the 
empire, the K rupps in 1900 were obliged 
to pay 1.500,000 m arks, and the differ­ 
ent funds, according to their by-law 
received in 
addition 
to 
this 
600,000 
m arks, not exacted 
by law from the 
firm. 
Into special funds 
during 
the 
sam e year the establishm ent paid ISO,- 
000 m arks, 
all of which contributions 
sum up to 3,393,855 m arks, or in the 
neighborhood of $850,000. 
These are the g reat funds, and do 
not include any of the personal and p ri­ 
vate gifts rec'iv»d by employes of the 
w orks from their chief. 
N or do they 
cover m any sources of Income of more 
restricted scope. 
Among the la tte r is 
the system of K rupp co-operative stores, 
which has become a veritable savings 
bank for the workm en. 
By an ingen­ 
ious system of rebate the net profits, 
am ounting usually to 5 or 6 per cent, 
of ail purchases, are returned in cash, 
each year ju st before C hristm as, to all 
custom ers employed by 
the 
Krupps. 
This is effected by a clever system of 
stam ped cash books, necessitating a 
trem endous am ount of extra work for 
the firm, but rendered absolutely neces­ 
sary, as the outside shopkeepers of E s­ 
sen claim ed the rig h t to govern the co­ 
operative prh * s by their own, thus ren­ 
dering the advantage of wholesale rates 
im possible.—(From

Form er Mayor Ames of Minneapolis has 
been proved by- the recent, trials of city 
offii l<t!s uf that t'jftii to 
the king of 
municipal grafters. 
Lincoln Steffens, in 
his article on "The Shame of Minneapo­ 
lis," in the January McClure's, describes 
him thus: 
"He was the 'good fellow1—a genial, 
generous reprobate. 
Dr very, Tweed and 
many more, have exposed in vain this 
amiable type. '‘Doe'' Ames, tall, straight 
and cheerful, attracted men. and they gave 
him votes for his smiles. He stood for li­ 
cense. 
Skillful as a surgeon, devoted as 
a physician, and as a man kindly, he In­ 
creased his practice till he was the best­ 
loved man in the community. 
He was 
equally good to the poor. Anybody could 
summon ‘‘Doc" Ames at any hour to any 
distance. He went, and ho gave not only 
his professional service, but sympathy, and 
often charity. "Richer men than you will 
pay your bill." he told the destitute. 
Ames was sunshine not to the sick and 
destitute only. 
To the vicious, and the 
depraved also he was a comfort. He was 
naturally 
vain: popularity developed his 
love of approbation. His loose life brought 
disapproval only from the good people, so 
gradually the doctor came to enjoy best 
the society of the bar room and the 
streets. 
But he w asn't calculating, only 
light and frivolous, so he did not organ­ 
ize his forces and run men for ofnc«*. He 
sought offioe himself from the start, and 
he got most of the small places he wanted 
by changing his party. 
Like many a "good fellow" with hosts 
of miscellaneous friends down town to 
whom he was devoted, the good doctor 
neglected his own family. 
From neglect 
he went on openly to separation from his 
wif« and a second establishment. 
The 
climax came not long before the election 
of 1900. 
His wife was dying, and his 
daughter wrote to her father a note saying 
that her m other wished to see and for­ 
give him. 
The messenger found him in 
a saloon. The doctor read the note, laid 
it on the bar, and scribbled across it 
a sentence Incredibly obscene. 
His wife 
died. The outraged family would not have 
the father a t the funeral, but he appeared, 
not at the house, but jn a carriage on the 
irtreet. 
He sat across the way. with 
his feet up and a cigar in his mouth, 
till the funeral moved: then he circled 
around, crossing it and meeting it, and 
making altogether a scene which might 
well close any m an's oareer. 
"It didn’t end his.” 


BLAINE PLAYED W ITH A NAME. 


Mrs. H enry W. Davis’ Death Recails 
the Fatal Speech Against 
Roscoe Conkling. 
The death of the widow of H enry 
W inter D avis recalls the fam ous speech 
m ade by Jam es G. Blaine in the house 
of representatives In 1868, in w hich the 
nam e of h er husband figured. 
It w as 
th is speech w hich incurred for Blaine 
the undying enm ity of Roscoe Conkling, 
and w hich cost him, according to some 
historians, the presidency. 
Conkling and B laine had indulged in 
a tilt. 
Blaine w as speaking and tu rn ­ 
ing to Mr. Conkling, who w as accentu­ 
atin g his profound indifference to w hat 
the gentlem an from M aine m ight be 
saying by w riting busily, m ade this u t­ 
terance: 
“As to the gentlem an's cruel sarcasm , 
I hope he will not be too severe. 
The 
contempt" of th a t large-m inded gentle­ 
m an is so w ilting, his hau g h ty disdain, 
his grandiloquent swell, his m ajestic, 
superem inetit, 
overpow ering, 
turkey- 
gobbler stru t, ghas been -so crushing to 
m yself and all the m em bers of the 
house th a t I know it w'as an a ct of the 
greatest tem erity for me to venture 
upon a controversy w ith him .” 
R eferring then to a statem en t of a 
new spaper th a t the m antle of H enry 
W inter Davis, w ho had died in 1865, 
had fallen on Mr. Conkling (w hich he 
interpreted 
sarcastically), Mr. Blaine 
continued: 
•The gentlem an took it seriously, and 
it has given its s tru t additional pom ­ 
posity. The resem blance Is g reat: it is 
startlin g . 
H yperion to a S atyr, Ther- 
sites 
to 
H ercules—m ud 
to 
m arble, 
dunghill to diam ond, a singed c at to a 
roaring lion. Shade of the m ighty D a­ 
vis, forgive the alm ost profanation of 
th a t jocose satire !” 
Mr. D avis becam e prom inent as 
a 
brilliant o rato r and controversialist in 
the S cott canvass in 1S52. 
Two years 
later he w as elected to congress from 
M aryland, and wras re-elected in 1S56. 
In 1859 he becam e a R epublican, and 
1860 announced him self as an "uncondi­ 
tional U nion" candidate for 
congress, 
and conducted his canvass alm ost alone 
am id a storm of abuse. 
He n ev erth e­ 
less received about 6,000 votes. 
W hen 
Lincoln w'as nom inated in I860 Mr. D a­ 
vis w as offered the nom ination for vice 
president, b u t declined it. 
H e 
w as 
again elected to congress In 1863. On his 
death. In 1865, congress set aside a day 
fo r th e com m em oration of his public 
services, an honor never before paid to 
an ex-m em ber of congress.—(B altim ore 
H erald.

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THE WOLCOTT PRONUNCIAMENTO. 
r 


WO IMPORTANT political documents were presented 
to the Republicans of Colorado on Friday. 
The first of these was a notice from Representa­ 
tive Frewen, leader of the Wolcott forces in the house, 
addressed to c-nairman Breckenridge of the house elec 
tions committee, declaring that unless that committee re­ 
ported arbitrarily in favor of unseating all the 15 Demo­ 
cratic members from ATapahoe county, and unless the 
committee reported that the vote on unseating the 15 
Bhould be taken as a unit and not on each man separately, 
the Wolcottites would not vote to seat a single Republican. 
And the other was an “Appeal to Republicans,” signed 
fey U. O. Wolcott and published in the Denver Republican, 
urging that “prompt and united action” be taken by the 
Republicans of the house to throw out the Democratic 
members from Arapahoe county, or “better still,” to enter 
& caucus upon that matter. 
The time is long past when the people of Colorado 
could feel any surprise at any display of effrontery by 
idr. Wolcott, and for that reason it is hardly worth while 
to call attention to the insolence of this advice. 
But it is worth repeating that the only obstacle to united 
fection on the part of the Republican members of the assem­ 
bly is Mr. Wolcott himself. 
The party is under solemn pledges to the people that 
(Mr, Wolcott shall not be a candidate. 
In making himself a candidate, Mr. Wolcott dishonors 
the party, and if his candidacy could succeed it would de­ 
stroy the party chances of future success. 
The 17 anti-Wolcott members of the house are under 
Inost direct and solemn pledges to their constituents that 
they will not under any circumstances or in any way aid 
the Wolcott candidacy, and every effort to secure the sup­ 
port or the approval of these men is an insult to their 
jcharacter and an outrage upon their honesty. 
Further than that, the honest Republicans of the house 
have decided that these contest cases shall be tried ac­ 
cording to their merits, and that neither the threats of the 
Democratic anarchists of the senate nor the Wolcott Gang­ 
sters of the house shall prevent their doing their duty 
in this matter. 
At the proper time the committee on elections will 
present its report on the contest cases from Arapahoe 
and elsewhere.. 
If the members of that committee are convinced from 
the testimony presented to them that the Democrats were 
honestly elected, they will say so. 
If they believe that the Democrats whose seats are 
Contested all owe their places to fraud, and that the Re­ 
publican contestants should be declared elected, they will 
Bay so. 
If they are convinced that some of the Republicans were 
honestly elected, and that some of the Democrats were 
‘telso honestly elected, they will say so. 
And then if the Wolcott Gang desires to take the posi­ 
tion that it will not vote for Republicans who were elected 
to* the house, because it cannot also secure the seating of 
Republicans who were not elected, it will have the option 
of carrying out Mr. Frewen’s threat. 
Mr. Wolcott’s “Appeal,” Mr. Frewen’s threat, the in­ 
fluence of all the federal office holders summoned to the 
capital by Brady, and all the lying “news” and manufac 
tured opinions'Vf the Denver Republican and its Cleve 
land Democratic editor, have not changed the situation in 
any particular. 
The genuine Republicans of the assembly, supported by 
the great majority of the Republicans of the state, are com­ 
mitted to the policy of justice and the keeping of pledges 
made to the people. 
The events of the past week have only demonstrated 
more clearly that this policy is the right one. 
Against all the manufactured opinion of the machine, 
the Gangsters and the federal office holders, the real voice 
of the people has been heard, and the result is that the 17 
real Republicans are firmer than ever in their convictions, 
iwhile the tools and the dupes of the Boss and his Gang* 
*re wavering and uncertain as to what they should do. 
But there need be no doubt as to what will happen 
tomorrow.

HE REPORT of the elections committee of the house 
has been received and the house has acted upon 
its recommendations. 
In addition to the majority 
report, there were two minority reports, but the house 
decided to approve none of them. 
The Republican ma­ 
jority favored the unseating of seven Democrats. 
The 
Republican minority recommended the unseating of 17 
Democrats. 
The Democratic members favored the un­ 
seating of no Democrats. 
The house decided to unseat six Democrats, including 
the two from Las Animas county and the four Arapahoe 
"float” representatives. 
Whatever question there may have been in regard to 
the single 
member 
from Arapahoe county who was 
selected for expulsion from his seat, there can be no 
reasonable doubt that the evidence submitted to the 
committee was sufficient to justify the conclusion that 
the two Democrats from Las Animas and the four Arap­ 
ahoe “floats" were not honestly elected and that the 
decision of the people was actually in favor of their 
Republican competitors. 
It was therefore the duty of the legislature to approve 
the action of the committee recommending that the Dem- 
dcrats be unseated and that the Republicans be put in 
their places, and it will be welcome news to Republicans 
throughout the state that neither factional strife nor the 
threats of Democratic leaders were sufficient to prevent 
this just and wise action. 
Nor need it be feared that the Democrats will be able 
to use this action in such a way as to promote their 
party’s interests. 
The threat to expel Republican sena­ 
tors against whom farcical contests have been instituted 
may, or may not, have been a bluff, but whatever the 
Democrats may do," the people of the state will find a 
way to make their will known and to approve the party 
that has stood for honesty and justice In dealing with such 
partisan questions. 
The result of the action of the house in these con­ 
test cases 
leaves 
the 
Republicans with the narrow 
majority of two votes on joint ballot. 
The Republican party can elect a Republican senator 
if its members will stand together and act in accordance 
with the will of their constituents and for the good of 
the party. 
The main obstacle to this much-desired result, is the 
presence as a candidate of one for whom a considerable 
number of Republican legislators are solemnly pledged 
not to vote, one who cannot be elected under any cir­ 
cumstances, and one upon whom must mainly rest the 
failure to choose a Republican senator—if that should 
be the final outcome. 
With Edward O. Wolcott out of the race, the Repub­ 
licans could agree upon a candidate. 
How long will Edward O. Wolcott cling to the Addicks 
policy, and stand in the way of Republican success? 


A WELL-GROUNDED PROTEST. 


MR. WOLCOTrS RIGHTS AS A CANDIDATE. 
U 
NDER ordinary circumstances any member of any 
political party has an unquestioned right to appear 
as a candidate for any office in the gift of lhat 
party and to make as strong a contest for that position as 
fcimself and his friends can accomplish by honorable 
tneans. 
Put at the present time a considerable number of the 
Republican members of the assembly have pledged their 
constituents that under no circumstances will they vote 
■ for Mr. Wolcott, or assist his candidacy or enter a caucus 
&t which his candidacy is to be considered. 
The Republican party has given pledges to the people 
that Mr. Wolcott shall not be sent to the senate, and it is 
owing to these pledges that the state, the legislative and 
the congressional tickets were successful in the last elec­ 
tion. 
The party was defeated in 1900 because Mr. Wolcott 
was then an open and pronounced candidate, and the party 
was successful in 1902 because he himself said he was not 
a candidate, and because he kept out of the state and out 
of the campaign during its progress. 
Mr. Wolcott cannot be elected without wanton viola­ 
tion of individual and party pledges to the people, and bis 
election certainly would be most injurious to the party 
interests. 
Mr. Wolcott does not rely upon a fair hearing of hiB 
csuse to decide his candidacy, but he is trying to wJn by 
a anufactured public sentiment, by subsidized newspapers 
and by all the corrupt and dishonorable methods of ma­ 
chine politics. 
Under such circumstances Mr. Wolcott, if he is a sincere 
Republican, and if he has any regard for the honor and wel­ 
fare of this state, has no right to be a candidate. 
■ Under such circumstances his candidacy is an insult 
to the honor of the people, and an outrage upon intelli­ 
gence of the genuine Republicans whom he Is trying to 
ntrap and to mislead.

CIRCULAR has "been issued from the headquarters 
of the American Humane association, calling public 
attention to a bill which has already passed the 
national house of representatives and is now pending in 
the senate. 
This bill amends the present law by extending from 28 
to 40 hours the length of time for which live stock may be 
confined in cars without food, water or rest. 
The Humane association protests against the proposed 
change not only because of its inhumanity, but also on 
account of the positive danger to public health which 
arises from the sale of animals for food, when their con­ 
dition at the time of their being slaughtered is such as 
to make them positively unfit for food uses. 
As the present law provides that “when animals are 
carried in cars in which they can and do have proper 
food, water, space and opportunity to rest, the provisions 
in regard to their being unloaded shall not apply," it would 
seem that there is no good reason for changing its pro­ 
visions, and we do not believe that public sentiment will 
approve the relaxing of restrictions that have been proved 
to be necessary by countless cases of gross cruelty and 
wanton indifference to the interests of the public in the 
matter of healthful food. 


OUR RESPONSIBILITY IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


R1 


ECENT events in Venezuela have made it more evi­ 
dent than before that the relations of this country 
to the republics of South America, and to the nations 
of Europe in connection therewith, will continue to bo an 
important part of our foreign policy for many years to 
come. 
If it were a simple matter of asserting our rights, ac­ 
cording to what we believe to be reasonable, the affair 
would not be so difficult. But unfortunately we have to 
contend on the one side with the prejudices or ignorance 
of the South Americans and on the other with the preju­ 
dices and the willful blindness of the Europeans. 
It is admitted by all who discuss the matter that the 
Monroe doctrine is not only an essential part of the foreign 
policy of the United States, but it is also a principle of 
universal acceptance by our people. Whatever party is in 
power the United States will stand by the Monroe doctrine, 
and practically the entire people will go to any lengths in 
war or in peace to secure the observance of the principles 
eml$>dled in it. 
The United States will not allow European nations to 
consider this hemisphere an open field for colonization, it 
will not permit them to extend their systems of govern­ 
ment here, and It will not permit them to oppress American 
republics without reason and justice. 
That this frank avowal of our determination is a dan­ 
gerous one cannot be denied. 
It is a provocation to 
trouble makers, and it will continue to serve as a text 
for magazine writers and others, who will point out that 
it is not a part of “international law.” and that the United 
States is unwarranted in making such a declaration. 
Nevertheless that is the position that has been as­ 
sumed by the United States, and the frank avowal of it 
tends toward peace rather than toward war. 
It is cer­ 
tainly better that European nations should know our posi­ 
tion than that they should be ignorant of it, and certainly 
no European power need get into trouble through lack 
of knowledge on the subject. 
And the recent events in Venezuela have shown that 
while there is a constant danger of complications in this 
matter, none of the powers of Europe under present con­ 
ditions has any desire to seek a quarrel with the United 
States. Before beginning their movement against Vene­ 
zuela, Great Britain and Germany were both very care­ 
ful to Inform the government at Washington that they 
had no intention of seizing Venezuelan territory or es> . 
tabli8hing a permanent occupation there. 
American friendship is too valuable and American hos­ 
tility too dangerous to warrant a trial of the matter. 
The European powers, singly or together, might establish 
a territorial seizure in South America by force, but there 
is nothing In South America to make it worth while for 
them to do so in the face of the opposition of the United 
States 


HOW ST. PIERRE PERISHED. 
T 


HE RECENT reports of the scientists who have vis­ 
ited Martinique since the great disaster of May 
8, 1902, present some very interesting facts in ie- 
gard to the disaster in which nearly 30,000 persons lost 
their lives. 
Mr. George Kennan and others have presented the 
subject with all the ability of experienced correspond­ 
ents, and Dr. Angelo Heilprin has told his observations 
in a recently published book which suggests a theory of 
the disaster that appears to lie eminently reasonable. 
It appears that a new crater was formed on the side 
of the mountain nearest to St. Pierre, and on the morning 
of the disaster the internal forces of the mountain pro­ 
duced an explosion which blew out the floor of the crater, 
and threw it. together with a vast mass of cinders, peb­ 
bles, ashes and steam, high into the air. 
Immediately 
below this more solid matter, it is suggested there was a 
gaseous mass confined under high pressure and intensely 
hot, consisting chiefly of air and steam, with some small 
amount of sulphurous gas. In the throat of the volcano 
its only avenue of expansion wa3 upward, lifting the 
rocks and other material. But as soon as the throat was 
cleared, it found an easier way of escape to the side and 
away from the mountain. At the same time there was 
presumably a sudden expansion or explosion of this gas­ 
eous mass, away from the mountain and between the 
earth’s surface below and the heavier ashes and steam 
above. 
This puff of hot win.l and steam was shot at St. Pierre 
as from the mouth of a. cannon. Its temperature is esti­ 
mated at from 500 to 1.000 degrees Fahrenheit, and its 
velocity at from 75 to 125 miles an hour. It combined the 
destructive force of a cyclone and a steam blast. 
It 
needed no poisonous gas to complete its work, for it killed 
instantly. It left in St. Pierre only two living men from 
among 30.000. 
It piled stone walls and iron beams in 
shapeless ruins. 
It tore clothing from bodies, it burned 
clothing from bodies, and in some cases it burned bodies 
beneath clothing leaving the fabric uninjured. 
It swept 
down upon the sea and set ships on fire, burning their 
crews upon their decks. 
In the great disaster of May 8 few were left to tell 
the story of what had happened or to describe their sen­ 
sations. Except the two already mentioned the witnesses 
were necessarily somewhat outside of the direct line of 
the blast, for no one could enco u n t; r th a t an d live, and 
the two owed tlieir lives to exceptional shelter. 
But 
twice thereafter similar hot blasts swept dow n the moun­ 
tain, once wrealcing destruction to the northeast and later 
on August 30 destroying the villages to the south in­ 
cluding Morne Rouge, which had seemed miraculously 
saved from the great explosion. 
The fatal effects of the 
latter outbursts were sufficiently evident both upon life 
and edifices, but there was a belter chance to judge of the 
phenomena in their details. And so far as could be judged 
these were entirely similar to those of the great explosion: 
a wind of cyclonic violence, an intense heat that scorched 
flesh and vegetation but showed no flame, the absence of 
sulphurous or other fumes, and a feeling of suffocation 
presumably due to burning air in the lungs and throat. 
So far as we know, no such kind of volcanic destruc­ 
tion had been reported previous to the Mt. P elee disaster, 
but the eruption of hot air may serve to explain some 
things in former explosions that have puzzled historians 
and scientists. At Pompeii, for instance, it has always 
been a matter of surprise that the slow-falling ashes 
should have overwhelmed men who appeared to be en­ 
gaged in their ordinary avocations, but the steam blast 
would account for these things and it would no longer 
be necessary for the student to choose between the ad­ 
mirable discipline and the plumb-foolishness of the Rofcan 
soldier who stood at his post while the ashes slowly 
covered him, because no one had sent him orders to quit. 


The following clipping taken from the Cornishpan, 
published at Penzance, England, and reprinted in the 
current issue of the Mining Reporter, will no doubt be of 
interest to everyone connected with the Cripple Creek 
district: 
“A Gigantic Undertaking—One of the most gigan­ 
tic mining operations ever undertaken is about to 
be carried out at Cripple Creek, Colorado. 
A tun­ 
nel, no less, than 14 miles in length, is to be bored, 
in order that the minerals may be brought through 
and forwarded to the coast. 
The real advantage 
will be that the ore will then be able to pass from 
the mine to the port over a comparatively level plane 


of transit, whereas now the mineral has to be trans­ 
ported over the range of mountains. 
It would be hardly fair to term the above a sample 
of English knowledge of American geography, but in its 
ignorance of conditions 
in 
Colorado and particularly 
Cripple Creek, it is a gem. The tunnels made or mak­ 
ing in the district are and will be oi inestimable benefit 
and will effect a considerable sitting in the transporta­ 
tion or ore, but no 14-mile tunnel is projected nor is the 
shipping of ore to the coast contemplated. However, it 
is possible an equal ignorance of Cripple Creek exists 
nearer home than Cornwall.

THE SENATE “REVOLUTIONS.’

HE EVIL EFFECTS of subordinating public interests 
to selfish personal ambitions, and of relying upon 
the arbitrary and unseemly advice of outside poli­ 
ticians were shown in the senate Monday and yesterday. 
The Democratic senators were lashed into removing 
two Republicans without a shadow of reasonable excuse. 
These two Republicans had the largest majorities of any 
Republican senators, and it was only through the influence 
of outside bad advice and not because of the honest con­ 
victions of Democratic senators that this was done. 
And there was just as little excuse for the arbitrary 
acts of Lieutenant Governor Haggott, who should have 
trusted the Republican members of the senate to solve the 
difficulty and to defend themselves in an orderly way from 
the injury with which they were threatened. 
Instead of 
doing this he lent himself to the bad advice of A. M. Stev­ 
enson and others who are always the fomentevs of strife 
and the advocates of radical and dangerous methods, and 
as a result was drawn into a position of undoubted illegal- 
ity and danger. 
These revolutionary methods may command a tempor­ 
ary applause from thoughtless spectators and are always 
indorsed by the selfish schemers whose plans they favor, 
but they are infallibly condemned by the sober judgment of 
the people, who can always be trusted to approve orderly 
and legal methods of procedure, and to rebuke and to 
punish properly those who stand for disorder and arbitrary 
courses of action.

H e 
n ecessarily had to cu ltiv a te th e w aste places an d h a rv e st 
all th e crops grow n. The qu estio n ask ed by a n y new com er 
to C olorado is w h a t lan d is w o rth . R eal e s ta te v alu es like 
those of o th e r p ro p erty are g o v erned by w h a t can be got 
out of it. 
T he price of lan d is governed en tirely by w h a t it w ill 
produce an d for w h a t the p ro d u ct can be sold. T he relativ e 
value of the p ro d u ct in co m parison w ith o th e r sectio n s 
larg ely d eterm in es th e q uestion of p ro fitab le in v estm en t.

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THE DANGER OF EXCESSIVE PARTISANSHIP. 
T 


HE SHOOTING of Editor Gonzales by Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor Tillman of South Carolina was the outcome 
of a political quarrel. 
Personally these two men 
had no enmity, but the editor had opposed the politician 
in a way that could only be justified by extreme partisan­ 
ship, and months afterward the politician shot the editor 
down on the street without the sign of an immediate 
excuse. 
* 


There are, fortunately, few states in the union where 
partisanship is carried to such extreme lengths as it is in 
South Carolina and few where public affairs arc controlled 
by men of the Tillman stamp. 
But this cold blooded mur­ 
der may serve as an illustration of the exils of extreme 
partisanship in a much wider field than the limits of a 
single state. 
Personal enmity, vituperation, misrepresen- 
tation, bribery, and various other forms of lawlessness 
and of lawbreaking are the ordinary results of partisan­ 
ship carried to extremes. 
But while there are few Americans who will condone 
the shooting of a political enemy in cold blood, or approve 
the bribing of a legislature, there are too many who are 
disposed to commend the spirit of narrow partisanship, 
and who are ready to excuse even grave offenses against 
the laws upon the ground that the other side is ready to 
do things quite as bad, if not worse. 
The American people needs to cultivate the spirit of 
honorable partisanship, to remember that there are honest 
patriotic and well-meaning men in all parties, and above 
all to keep in greater prominence the principle that the 
object of party existence is the public welfare, and that 
party advantage should never be made an excuse for any 
action that is dangerous or dishonorable to the general 
interests of the people and the state.

T he first nam ed 
organization has th ro w n out tw o reg u larly elected R epublicans and 
seated two D em ocrats for th e purpose of giving the D em ocrats a m ajor­ 
ity on joint ballot. 
M eanw hile the R epublicans have throw n out seven 
Democrats, thereby gaining a m ajo rity in th e senate. 
T he oath of office 
was adm iuistered to tb e seven R epublicans b u t th ey w ere refused ad ­ 
mission to the sen ate cham ber. 
Judge G abbert adm inistered th e oath 
to the two D em ocrats. 
At this hour it is stated th a t no fu rth e r radical action is contem ­ 
plated by eith er side.

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 21—The ses- 
sions of the coal strike commission to- 
day were enlivened by some interesting 
testimony. The feature of the session 
was Chairman Gray's rather, strong re- 
marks, in commenting on an incident 
where District President Fahey of the 
Miners union would not grant "permis- 
sion" during the. strike to a contractor 
to erect a boiler flouse at a colliery, the 
work being necessary to preserve the 
mine from damage. The president of the 
commission said that he hated tyranny 
no matter whether it was practiced by 
an operator, a miner or any one else. 
R S. Mercur, a district superintend- 


ent of the Lehigh Valley collieries in 
the Mahbny arid Shamokin districts, 
gave some interesting testimony which 
livened the proceedings considerably. 
The men in his collieries worked on an 
average, he said, about seven hours a 
day. The miners, he continued, did not 
produce any more coal as a result of 
President Mitchell's "hurry up" order. 
They claim there ia no coal shortage, he 
said, and that it was a scheme of the 
operators to show that the men are 
earning larger wages. 
Chairman Gray remarked that the 
miners should come to Wilmington (his 
home) and see poor people standing 
around waiting to buy a bucket of 
coal at 17 and IS cents a bucket. 
Mr. Mercur told of the trouble in 


keeping the water from accumulating in 
the -mines during the strike. He said 
the company had contracted with a man 
to build a boiler house for Packer col- 
liery No. 5. The strikers refused to per- 
mit' this to be done; they would not 
even permit material to be taken from 


the railroad cars. Finally the contrac- 
tor wrote to District President Fahey, 
asking permission to erect, the boiler 
house and the l^bor leader replied:

An- 
other attempt to float the Lahu will be 
made with the morning tide. Should 
the wind shift to the east the steamer's 
position would be critical. The Gib- 
raltar lifeboat ship, to be prepared for 
an emergency, bas had boats at the 
Lahn all day long.

DEATH OF ABRAM S. HEWITT 
FORMER NEW YORK MAYOR.

New York, Jan. 18.—Abram S. Hewitt, 


former mayor of New York and for 
many years representative in congress, 
died at 6 o'clock this morning in his 81st 
year, having been critically 111 for 10 
days. With him at the moment of death 
were his wife, his three sons and three 
daughters. 


Mr. Hewitt, who has been in feeble 
health for some months, was attacked 
with obstructive jaundice on January 3 
and from the first It was realized by 
his attending physicians. Dr. Keyes and 
Dr. Keyes, Jr., that there was prac- 
tically no hope of the aged patient's re- 
covery. 
On the following Sunday it 
was thought that Mr. Hewitt could not. 
survive the night and, the members of 
his family were summoned to his bed- 
side, but his vitality kept him alive for 
a week longer. On Thursday Mr. Hew- 
itt rallied so strongly that some hope 
was entertained that he might recov- 
er, but on the following night a relapse 
occurred and it was then evident that 
the end was not far off.

FATAL EXPLOSION ON 
BOARD THE MASSACHUSETTS

ed the turret with water and Lieutenant 
Charles F. Hughes and Gunner Kulhveln 
went below to the magazine, picking up 
powder cartridges, and prevented -further 
explosions, while Lieutenant William C. 
Cole and Gun Captain Soneman entered 
the turret and withdrew the charge from 
the other gun, whose breech was open. 
The survivors of the gun's crew, when 
rescued, were burned, mutilated and near- 
ly dead.

263 persons killed and 2,613 in- 
jured in train* accidents.

of accidents, including those sustained 
by employes while at work and by pas- 
sengers In getting on or off cars, etc., 
bring the total number of causalttes up 
to 12,007, the killed numbering 845 and 
the injured 11,162. 
During the three 


months covered by the statement the 
traffic of a large majority of the rail- 
roads has been heavier than ever be- 
fore, necessitating the employment of 
new men in train and yard work. "The 
total number of collisions and derail- 
ments was 2,448, of which 1,444 were 
collisions and 1,014 derailments, of which 
51 collisions and 92 derailments affect- 
ed by passenger trains. The damage to 
cars,, engines and roadways by these 
accidents amounted to $2,198,500.

The Des Molnes and Minneapolis spe- 
cial running at a high rate of speed 
struck a broken rail just as it was 
about to cross a bridge.

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR TILLMAN

Columbia, S. C., Jan. 15.—In the very 
shadow Ot the South Carolina 
state 
house,. Lieutenant Governor James H. 
Tlllman this afternoon shot nnd prob- 
ably mortally wounded Narciso Gencr 
Gonzales, founder and editor of the Co- 
lumbia State, a newspaper which has, 
since its inception, bitterly opposed the 
so-called Tillman faction 
in 
South 
Carolina politics. 
The two men have 
been sworn enemies for some years and 
Tillman's animosity was accentuated 
by Gonzales' pronounced editorial oppo- 
sition to him as a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for governor 
during last fall's primaries. 
In that 
campaign Gonzales made editorial ref- 
erence to Tlllman as "a llnr. scoundrel 
and debauchee." A challenge to ii duel 
followed, but Gonzales Ignored it. 
It Is rumored that the Immediate 
cause of the attack was a message sent 
yesterday by Gonzales to Tillman. Last 
night at the Columbia hotel. Lieutenant 
Governor Tillmo.n said to a group of 
his friends: 


"Gonzales has sent me word that when 
we meet again we shall settle our dif- 
ficulties with pistols." 


Gonzales' friends deny that he sent 
a message 6f any character to Tlllman. 
Statements of the' eyewitnesses of the 
tragedy are somewhat conflicting, and 
it cannot be stated positively whether* 
or not any words passed between the 
men before the shot was fired. 
The condition of the wounded man 
late tonight was regarded by the sur- 
geons as very critical. 
Tlllman was arrested and is con- 


fined in the county jail pending the out- 
come of Gonzales' Injuries. 
Thc affair caused great excitement In 
the city, which la filled with politicians 
who ore here to participate in the in- 
auguration of the new state govern- 
ment. Lieutenant Governor TUlman's 
term will expire within a few days. 
Some expressions of a desire for sum- 
mary vengeance were heard 
on the 
streets after the shooting, but nothing 
of a serious character occurred. 
There appears to be no conflict ot 
testimony as to the essential features 
of the tragedy. Mr. Gonzales was go- 
Ing home alone from his office to his 
lunch, his route leading him 
down 
Main street to Gervals, thence east. As 
usual Mr. Gonzales was walking.

Gonzales himself gave an explicit ex- 
planation of the affair. He was very 
emphatic in saying that he had not sent 
any message to Tlllman at any time, 
and that Tltlman said nothing until aft- 
er he had fired, and after he had shpt 
he said something about taking him 
(Gonzales) at his word. Gonzales took 
this to mean that Tlllman told him that 
he was settling old Issues face to .face 
with him. Gouzales is certain that 
nothing was said' until after the shot 
was fired, when he tottered to the 
street car transfer station, where he 
leaned. Mr. Tillman was still pointing 
his pistol at him, whereupon Gonzales 
said: 


Lieutenant Governor Tlllman lowered 
his pistol and walked away. There was 
only one shot fired and that entered 
the right side between the right hand 
ninth rib and passed through the fore 
part of the body, coming out just above 
the free border rib. The bullet was 
picked up on the pavement. Gonzales 
and Tlllman passed each other in full 
view since the opening of the present 
session of the legislature last Tuesday, 
but there was no encounter, no word 
passed and no recognition of any kind 
before today. Through today's affair 
Lieutenant Governor Tlllman was per- 
fectly collected, sober and unexclted, to 
all appearances. Mr. Gonzales was un- 
armed. In a few moments after the 
wounded man had been conveyed to the 
office of his newspaper a half dozen or 
more physicians were doing all they 
could to save his life. It was promptly 
decided that the only hope was to per- 
form an operation. 


Lieutenant Governor Tillman was. 
asked for a statement, but he said he 
had been advised by his, counsel to say 
absolutely nothing, and 
he 
followed 
their advice to the letter. 
It Is declared 
by close friends of 
the stricken editor' that Tillman's life 
Is perfectly safe from any mob attack, 
and that Gonzales' friends contemplate 
no acts of violence. 
JThe wound Is an ugly one, the liver 
and intestines' being punctured. Gon- 
zales Is of Spanish descent, being the 
son of Ambrose Jose Gonzales, who, 
with Narciso Lopez began the struggle 
for Cuban Independence in 1848. He is 
45 years old. He himself served in the 
ranks of the Cuban insurgents In 1895. 
He organized the Columbia State news- 
paper in 1891 and has always been a 
bitter opponent of the Tillman faction 
in South Carolina politics. 


In a statement before the operation, 
Mr. Gonzules made it plain that he 
sought no difficulty; that to avoid a 
collision with Tillman, who was walk- 
ing with two senators, ho cut across the 
pavement and passed by without touch- 
ing or speaking, and 
that Tlllman 


pulled his pistol and fired. 
Gonzales 


then spoke to Tillman and said to him 
"Shoot i again, you coward." 
' 


Tillman, after the shooting, walked 
out Into the middle of the street, where 
he was arrested and taken to the police 
station. He was met there by several of 
Ills friends, but said nothing. The po- 
lice took from him a long range maga- 
zine pistol which contained one empty 
cartridge. A large Colt's revolver was 
also taken from him.

AGUINALDO PRESENTS 
4 REMARKABLE PETITION. 


By Associated Press. 


Washington. Jan. 20.—Secretary Root 


has transmitted to the senate and house 
copies, of a petition received by him, 
through Governor Taft from Agulnaldo, 
the lute Insurgent leader In the Philip- 
pines. The petition is a remarkable 
presentation of thc conditions now cx- 
iBtlng in the Philippines, and Secretary | 
Itoot hastened to send it to congress, 
because It went a long way toward 
supporting the statements he made to 
the committee ot that body, and also 
demonstrated the necessity for prompt 
and exhaustive action on the part of 
congress to prevent disaster and distress 
in the archipelago. The secretary's let- 
ter of transmlttul was very short, sim- 
ply reciting the character of thc docu- 
ment and alluding to the picturesque 
and granhio manner In which Apuinatflo 
had described the conditions In the Phil- 
ippines. The secretary attached par- 
ticular importance to Agulnaldo's pro- 
fession of a desire to do everything In 
his power to aid .the Americans in car- 
rying out relief measures and develop- 
ing the Islands. 


Aguinaldo says, in part: 
"Profoundly Impressed try the sorrows 
and calamities which afflfct my people, 
and bearing in mind the good inten- 
tions which have Inspired the acts of 
the civil commission, I have 
taken 
heart to p*ssent a project of a purely 
economic character, which. In my opin- 
ion would remedy, If not completely, at 
least in great part, the precarious sit- 
uation In which we find ourselves. 


"I propose to the honorable civil com- 
mission to obtain from congress a Unit- 
ed States treasury loan of $20,000,000 In 
gold In cash, and also a credit of $80,- 
000,000 gold, which will guarantee the

"In case Filipinos should wish to ac- 
quire the bank by making of it a joint 
stock company, without otherwise alter- 
ing its capitalization and methods the 
government would concede to them the 
title without prejudice to Its right to 
require repayment of the amounts in- 
curred by the foundation of said bank 
or other necessary expenses. 


"It may be that when this project is 
known I shall be called an enthusiast 
and a dreamer, and It will be said that 
I ought not to Involve myself In mat-

Today's testimony did not bring out

The ab- 
sence of Baron Steinberg and of Count 
Quadt, the charge of thc German em- 
bassy, who Is In New York in the opin- 
ion of the other allies, did not prevent 
the initiation of negotiations with Mr. 
Bowen. In fact It Is not really certain 
that there will be a joint meeting of 
negotiators at any stage: Mr. Bowen Is 
not clear himself on this point and if 
the allies' representatives here prefer 
to discuss their issues separately, he is 
perfectly willing to do so. 


Minister Bowen was not prepared to 
say tonight just when his actual work 
of negotiating with the representatives 
of the allies here for the settlement of 
the matters In dispute would begin. He 
rather Intimated that this might depend 
on the return from New York of Count 
Quadt, the Geramn charge d'affalrs, 
who is fully acquainted with the atti- 
tude of his government on the ques- 
tions at issue.

Can, a Woman. Be a Vagrant? 
Kate Kane Rossi, one of our Chicago 


Portias, contends that a woman cannot 
be guilty of vagrancy according to the 
statutes of Illinois. • 


Appearing- before Judge Chetlain in 


behalf of her client, Mary Bishop, who 
had been convicted of vagrancy, she 
said she had a case some years ago 
where the jury decided in favor of a 
woman who was accused of vagrancy. 
"The law contemplates," said Mrs. Ros- 
si, "that a woman shall be subservient 
to her husband, father or guardian. The 
law gives heri the right to work, but 
does not compel it." 


The implication is that the jury In the 


former case acquitted the accused on 
the legal grounds stated. In criminal 
cases In Illinois Juries are judges of 
law as well as fact, but for all that 
juries are not generally regarded as 
the best judges of law. 


Even if they were we would have in 


this instance an even balancing of pre- 
cedents. In one case the jury convict- 
ed and In the other It. acquitted, and 
it is to be presumed that 
the jury 


passed on the question of law in the one 
case as much as in the other. 


If the latest decision is the most au- 


thoritative the weight of authority Is 
on the side of the contention that a wo- 
man may be a vagrant under the Illi- 
nois statute. 


But the question of most interest to 


the public is not what the statute'is, 
but what it ought to be. If, as Mrs. 
Rossi says, the law makes a woman 
"subservient to her husband, father or 
guardian," and at the same time merely 
gives her, the vagrant's dictum that the 
world owen everybody a living Is legal- 
ly vindicated in Illinois as to the female 
half of the adult population. 


It may be remarked that it is a queer 


sort of subserviency which is enforced 
by no legal power to compel service. 
The law which contemplates that a wo- 
man shall be subservient, but that there 
shall be no legal way of requiring her 
to render service, contemplates some- 
thing strongly resembling a contradic- 
tion. It Is at least nugatory. 


There is a suppbsable case which Mrs. 


Rossi's contention does not cover. Sup- 
pose a woman does not accept the sup- 
port provided by her husband, her fath- 
er or guardian. 
Suppose she deserts 


her home and becomes in fact a vagrant 
May she not he treated as such under 
the law? 
' 
"• 


If she could be returned to a hus- 


band, father or guardian who had sonie 
legal power to govern her and restrain 
her vagrant disposition It might do. 
perhaps, to say she could not be con- 
victed o£ vagrancy. 


According to our Chicago Portia, there 


Is no such power and the offender Is 
quite free to return to her vagrancy 
whenever she pleases. It wovild seem 
to be necessary, therefore, either to tol- 
erate female vagrancy without limit or 
to apply the law as in cases'of male 
vagrancy."—(The Chicago Chronicle.

emn words from the exalted ruler an 
the band burst forth into the swelllni 
strains of "The Star-Spangled Banner.' 
The cornerstone of the new Elks clul 
house at the corner of Cascade avenu> 
and Bijou street Is laid. 
It was one of the most impresslvi 


ceremonies ever seen in this city. Nearly 
400 members of Colorado Springs lodg 
No. 309 Benevolent and Protective Orde 
of Elks, took part in the affair, whll' 
fully 600 people witnessed It, despite th 
rather chilly and blustry weather. In 
many respects It was even more sue 
cessful than when the cornerstone o 
the new city hall was laid by the lodge 
last August, the same ritual being used 
it is true, but the members showed the 
discipline of their previous experience 
in carrying it out. The first time tha 
a regular ritual for laying a cornerstone 
was ever prepared by any order wa 
when the city hall stone was laid, R 
L. Hubbard being the author of the rlt 
ual used then, and this makes the cere 
mony peculiar to Colorado Springs lodge 
No. 309. 


At 2:15 yesterday afternoon the Colo 
rado Midland band, headed by Direc 
tor Irvine, formed in line in front o: 
the Opera house and started a swinging 
inarch. 
Immediately the Elks began 


coming down stairs from the 
rooms 


marshaled In columns of twos by Sher- 
iff W. R. Gilbert, as marshal of the 
day. The march was taken up south on 
Tejon to Pike's Peak and west on Pike's 
Peak to Cascade. Then the line turned 
into Cascade and proceeded north. The 
officers of the lodge in their royal pur- 
ple regalia brought up the rear. 


Before the procession had reached the 


southeast corner of Bijou and Cascade 
the site of the new building, a large 
crowd had already gathered in the in- 
closure which is surrounded by a high 
board fence. 
The 
band swung Into 


Bijou and entered the inclosure from a 
gate on that street. They marched up 
a plank gangway which had been pre- 
pared for them and followed by the line 
of Elks, took their places upon the 
platform built for the purpose. 
The 


members of the lodge crowded the plat- 
form but a hollow square was formed 
with the lodge officers in the center, 
The ceremonies commenced Immediate- 
ly. 


After music by the band, Rev. Ben- 


lamin Brewster. chaplain of the lodge, 
opened the proceedings with prayer, C. 
C. Harrison, secretary of the lodge then 
•ead the list of articles which were 
placed in a .small tin box. It was as

It was Indeed a very Impressive 
cene as the big stone was dropped into 
lace with Mr. Holland, Contractor John 
1111 and Contractor Russell directing it 
nto its proper position. Mr. Holland 
had 'previously applied 
the 
mortar, 


wielding the trowel like a veteran. Then 
Mr. Russell hammered the stone, using 
a level to see that It was exactly as it 
hould be. Then Mr. Holland carried 
lit the ritual. After m^slc by the band 
,nd prayer the lodge was called to or- 
er and R. L. Hubbard, stepping to the 
enter of the platform, delivered the 
ollowlng address:

The status of the high line reservoir 
proposition^ by which a larger and bet- 
ter water supply for the north end of 
the city Is proposed to he secured. Is ex- 
plained In the following extract from 
the report of City Engineer Case on the 
matter: 
As has already been reported, two 
possible points for high line i-eservoir 
have been surveyed, either one of 
which-Is practicable, the difference be- 
ing only in the cost of getting water Into 
the reservoir and from the reservoir into 
the city, and the element of danger 
arising from the different heights of 
the dam. 
_ , 
The Brewer site, or high line reservoir 


No 3, as we will call it, requires a dam 
55 feet high, and will cost, when com- 
pleted, $17,222.53. Its capacity would be 
about 25,000,000 gallons, and the high 
water line Would be 205 feet above the 
ground elevation at Tejon and Madison 
streets, but from the outlet pipe the fall 
would be 155 feet to the ground elevation 
at Tejon and Madison streets. 
The high line reservoir No. 2, or Fair- 
ley tract, would cost, when completed, 
$12,045.00. The high water line is 299.i4 
feet above the ground elevation at Te- 
jon and Madison streets, and the out- 
let pipe would be 262 feet above the same 
point. 
. . 
You will observe that the greatest 


fill on the high line reservoir • No. 1 Is 
65 feet, while on the high line reservoir 
No. 2vthe greatest fill Is 35% feet. 
Your lionorable body has already re- 
ported to the council the conditions that 
exist in regard to our supplying water 
to the city from the settler at Manitou. 
I will therefore show my estimate as 
being made from Manitou to the differ- 
ent sites, also from the 8-inch main at 
Colorado City to each of the two sites. 
From the 8-Inch main on Colorado 
avenue at Tenth street in Colorado City 
to high line reservoir No. 1, is 6,900 feet; 
this pipe deed not be larger than a 12- 
inch, and would cost J1.97 per lineal 
foot, which would amount to $13,593. 
Should this line be used, a' 12-Inch line 
from high line reservoir No. 1 to Madi- 
son and Tejon streets is all that will-be 
necessary. Tills line will be 8,686 feet 
in length, which at $1.97 per lineal foot, 
will cost $17,111.42. This, however, will 
afford only temporary relief, as the 12- 
inch main would soon be overtaxed, 
and we would have nearly the same con- 
dition as now exists. 
The length of the line from the .Mani- 
tou settler to high line reservoir No. 1 
is 25,9»0 feet, which, if a 24-Inch pipe is 
used, will cost $7.52 per lineal foot, or 
$195,144, and a 16-inch line could be run 
from high line reservoir No. 1 into the 
north end ot the city, at Madison and 
Tejon streets, which would be 8,686 feet 
long and, at $3.22 per lineal foot, would 
cost $27,968.92.

From this table it is evident, other 
things being equal, that dam 4-B, maxi- 
mum height, and dam No. B give best 
results for the expenditure. I would 
recommend, however, that the water^ 
level In reservoir No. 4 be not greater 
than one foot higher than that of resejfc 
volr No. B, or sufficient to cause' flow 
into that reservoir at high water level.- 
This calls for a maximum height of dam 
at reservoir No. 4 of about 48 feet and 
results in diminishing the 
capacity 
about SO million gallons, and the cost 
tp some extent. The high water level 
of reservoir No. 5 is as high-as prac- 
ticable without greatly Increasing'cost 
of dam; and I also think that the level 
suggested for reservoir No. 4 is as high 
as it should be against the ridge abut- 
ting east end of dam.'

Fagin'a school has been outdone in 


Colorado Springs, according to the lo- 
cal police. 
From information which 


they have, they believe that over 25 
boys were connected with the gang of 
young thieves who operated in this city 
for months.

an* Natural Gas at Untried Depth. 
The story in the Gazette yesterday 


morning relative to the development of 
a natural gas field in the vicinity of this 
city, while it came from an authority 
backed by all that It claimed to be and 
from parties ready and able to carry 
out the project on the lines proposed, 
had the effect of bringing to notice the 
plans of another man with the same 
object in view, and if satisfactory 
land arrangements can be made with 
the owners of.enough acreage in the 
vicinity of Colorado Springs to make 
it worth while it is likely that develop- 
ment of the oil and natural gas possi- 
bilities of this region on a far greater 
scale than ever before attempted will 
be under way at a date not far distant. 


Mr J B. Brownyear of Lima, Ohio, 


who has been in Manltou during the 
greater part of the past six mouths, 
wants to secure oil and gas lease 
rights on anywhere from 1,000 to 1,500 
acres of land in the immediate .vicinity 
of Colorado Springs. If he is success- 
ful in this, he proposes sinking not 
less than three wells to a depth of 
4 000 feet If necessary, and, if he falls 
to get what he is after in that depth 
after sinking three wells, he is willing 
to surrender all interests in or rights 
under the lease agreements. Mr. Sown- 
year wishes it distinctly understood 
that he is in no way connected with 
the proposition set forth in the Gazette 
yesterday, by which it was proposed 
that 100 citizens should put in $100 
each for the development of the oil pos- 
sibilities of the vicinity and that, on 
the contrary, he does not ask or want 
Colorado Springs men to put in any 
money whatever in his project. He has 
the experience and the equipment and 
the capital and all he asks is the right 
to operate on a sufficient amount of 
land to make the venture profitable 
financially in the event that his belief 
in the existence of natural gas under 
the site of Colorado Springs shall prove 
to be well founded. 


Mr. Brownyear has been an oil and 


gas expert and operator for the last 40, 
years. 
He drilled the first wells in

While by the strength of 
wisdom he excelled'on the Intellectual 
plane, he excelled also in endurance of 
cold and heat, hunger and fatigue, in 
contempt of the dangers of war and 
bravery on the field of battle, even In 
the power of bearing more wine, if the 
occasion demanded it. than anyone else 
without being intoxicated. Then there 
•were the marvelous graces of the spirit, 
his perfect self-mastery, his equanim- 
ity under all circumstances, 
his un- 


flinching adherence to truth and right. 
Such men as he are sustained at this 
high level by the practice of luminous 
sleep. In the stillness of that sleep they 
are in contact with the Innermost source 
of all light, health, and peace. Be still 
and know that I am God. From the 
communion they came forth with re- 
newed knowledge, strength and purity, 
for the active duties of the world. For 
those duties, therefore, the practice of 
luminous sleep Is recommended by the 
sages of India as the very best training 
a'part from its spiritual value." .This 
is the luminous sleep in which Is re- 
freshment and guidance and power. 


Ought one not, questions the writer, to 


cultivate this sleep?' Ought one not, as 
Plato says every true lover of knowl- 
edge ought, "to strain every nerve to 
reach real existence, and far from rest- 
Ing at the multitude of separate phe- 
nomena which exists only In the region 
of opinion, to press on undiscouraged?

The wonderful success which in the 


course of the past 50 years has been 
achieved by those who have been seek- 
ing to Improve the status of woman in 
the community is impressively shown 
by Miss Siisan B. Anthony in an article 
entitled 'Woman's Half Century of Ev- 
olution," written to commemorate the 
services of the late Mrs. Elizabeth Cady 
Stan ton, the pioneer in the movement 
and published In the December number 
of the North American Review. Miss 
Anthony recalls the hostility and-ridi- 
cule witjh which the pulpit, the press 
anil the general public treated the first 
Woman's Bights 
convention—an oc- 


casion such as would be a veritable coin- 
monplace today°i She recites some of 
the provisions of the English common 
law which determined the legal post 
tlon and relations of women when that 
convention was held, av\d, by contract 
with the principles everywhere reepg> 
rilsed at the present moment, they read 
like provisions of a barbaric and pre- 
historic age.' The story told by Miss 
Anthony-Is the story of a revolution 
whlph has effected Itself In Almost ev- 
ery detail except the universal realiza- 
tion of woman suffrage. 
She thus 


summarizes the .general result of the 
movement and the,ground of her belief 
that wpmah will eventually enjoy the 
privilege of .the franchise: 
"The effect, upon women themselves of 


these enlarged opportunities in every 
dlreotion has been a development which 
is ahntst a regeneration. The capabil- 
ity th*a have shown In the realm of 


higher education, their achievements In 
the business world, their capacity for 
organization, their executive power, 
have been a revelation. To set women 
back Into the limited sphere of BO years 
ago would be to arrest the progress of 
the whole race. Their evolution has 
been accomplished by corresponding de- 
velopment in the moral nature of man, 
his ideas of temperance and chastity, 
his sense of justice, his relations to so- 
ciety. In no department of the world's 
activities are the higher qualities so 
painfully lacking as In politics, and this 
is the only one from which women are 
wholly excluded. Is It not perfectly 
logical to assume that their Influence 
would be as beneficial here as it has 
been everywhere else? Does not logic 
also justify the opinion that, as they 
have been admitted into every other 
channel, the political gateway must in- 
evitably be opened?"

One cartoon, consisting of two 
related pictures, shows-In the first the 
bent form of the school master peering 
Into the faces of a delegation of boys 
hearing a transparencywlth the words, 
"We want a longer recess;" while un- 
derneath the picture are the words: "If 
t has come to this." The second pic- 
ture is a scene from the nursery, show- 
Ing a mother looking with astonish- 
ment at banner held aloft by her little 
tots and inscribed with the words. "We 
want to stay up till 8 o'clock. We don't 
want to go to bed with the chickens." 
Below the picture are the words, "How 
soon.may we expect this?"

Budd and all his Ilk In their most dar- 
ing defiance of schoolroom law and or- 
der marked at best only a passing phase

ing the world of adults. Ten,. 20 years 
before' their '.time,' they .wish 'to live 
through, experiences which their elders 
thought themselves entitled to only by 
virtue of patient achievement and'hard 
work. The assertion of the immature 
will,, personal "rights." opinions, 
de- 


sires, passions and whims are demand- 
ed, as a matter of course. Young Amer- 
ica is, apparently becoming more pre- 
cocious and demonstrative every day. 


And who shall say that these things 


could well be otherwise? Provided with 
all.-.. the 
necessaries 
and 
many 
of 


the superior quality of food, clothlnjr, 
books, 
ar)d 
countless 
conveniences 


which prosperous times make possible, 
our school children" take these things 
naturally enough. Then the school cur- 
riculum is so designed as to Include as 
many advanced studies as possible. The 
whole realm of nature, of art and of lit- 
erature is ransacked to enrich the 
schoolroom, while the pupil Is dally 
Kpaded to make the rich spoil his own. 
Fresh surprises and new worlds 
are 


constantly awaiting his curiosity—no 
wonder, then, that the pupil goes In a 
mad rush from normal childhood into 
the realm of maturity. 


But by far the most significant and 


serious cause that has led up" to chil- 
dren's "strikes," is found. In the notor- 
ious fact that parents have so generally 
lost all control over their children. The 
habit pf disobedience and 
wllfulness, 


first fostered at home, speedily commu- 
nicates Itself to affairs outside the 
household. We are simply reaping what 
we have' sown. ' Cause, the absence of 
wholesome discipline, wise Christian ex- 
ample, unselfishness, and self-denial in 
the .household. Effect, lovers of their 
own selves, boasters, proud, blasphem- 
ers, disobedient to parents, unthankful, 
unholy, heady, high-minded, lovers of 
pleasure more than of God. This pic- 
ture of the effects, from holy writ. Is 
not'without its application to our day. 
So long as the cause continues, the ef- 
fect must follow—(Union Signal.

cial economy knows that for many 
years these Institutions.have been.ad- 
mirably organized, and that the Krupp 
.factory was the prototype of the im- 
perial German legislation for the benefit 
ot the wbrkingrrfan, and for those regu- 
lations which have determined the mu- 
tual relations of the employer and the 
employe, in all Germany—that the firm 
of Krupp has had un invalid's fund 
since 1853, and a pension fund with a 
capital of over 1,500,000 marks (about 
$350,000) since 1855. 
In 1877, during Alfred Krupp's life- 
time, a life insurance association was 
founded, the affairs of which are man- 
aged by a board of directors, backed 
by the credit of the great firm, who act 
as intermediary between eight large in- 
surance companies and the policy Hold- 
ers; the latter receive one-half of the 
bonuses paid. In the form of deductions 
from their premiums, the other half be- 
ing put into the funds of the associa- 
tion, to protect the 
policy holders 
against cancellation. 


According to the insurance law of the 
empire, the Krupps in 1900 were obliged 
to pay 1.500.000 marks, and the differ- 
ent funds, according to their by-laws, 
received in 
addition to this 
600,000 


marks, not exacted by law from the 
firm. Into special funds during the 
same year the establishment paid 180,- 
000 marks, 
all of which contributions 


sum up to 3,303,855 marks, or in the 
neighborhood of $850,000. 
These are the great funds, and do 


not include any of the personal and pri- 
vate gifts received by employes of the 
works from their chief. Nor do they 
cover many sources of Income of more 
restricted scope. Among the latter is 
the system of Krupp co-operative stores, 
which has become a veritable savings 
bank for the workmen. By an ingen- 
ious system of rebate the net profits! 
amounting usually to 5 or 6 per cent, 
of all purchases, are returned in cash, 
each year just before Christmas, to all 
customers employed by the Krupps. 
This is effected by a clever system of 
stamped cash books, necessitating a 
tremendous amount of extra work for 
the firm, but rendered absolutely neces- 
sary, as the outside shopkeepers of Es- 
sen claimed the right to govern the co- 
operative prices by their own, thus ren- 
dering the advantage of wholesale rates 
impossible.—(From "Freidrich

. THE COMING COALLESS AGE. 
Nature Could Be Safely Belied on, 
Were All Ejiisting Fuels Exhausted. 


The numerous contingent of civilized 


humanity! whose cup of happiness is 
never quite to their itasta unless flavor- 
ed with an admixture of misery should 
be grateful to those scientific publicists 
who have recently predicted the ex- 
haustion of our anthracite coal mines 
in about 100'years and of our bitumi- 
nous supply a few decades further on. 
It is true that the prophecy holds no 


eerlous menace, to this generation, but_ 
it will, nevertheless, supply that indis- 
pensable flavoring of doleful apprehen- 
sion, for 'that class of persons' whose 
felicity has'to be mixed with woe 
in order to make it palatable are ex- 
tremely sympathetic and unselfish. It 
Is not enough'for them to know that 
the coal will last until they and their 
grandchildren have gone where they 
may reasonably expect to be kept warm 
in spite'of :the coal trust. The tentacles 
of .their affection go out to more remote 
descendant* and, as they huddle around 
the register,. the radiator or,the open 
grate .the 'tear unbidden starts for• the 
afflictions of generations that will be 
born Into a coalless world. This is not 
really crying for Joy, nor yet for woe, 
it is like that "sweet sorrow";akin to 
ecstasy that came to Romeo and Juliet. 


We suppose' there can be little doubt 
that all the'coal and coal oil on earth 
will be exhausted in 200 years at the 
present rate of per capita, consumption. 
Natural gas will go much sooner than 
that. Wobd will not do for a dependen- 
cy because of its 111 adaptation to many 
purposes for which other fuel products 
are employed and for the further reason

would produce unendurable calamities. 
But all that-does not necessarily mean 
that a coalless age and'the absence of 
natural gas and keroserie will be desti- 
tute of heating facilities; that there 
will be no:heat for domestic uses, for 
manufacturing and for; transportation.

'He was the 'good fellow'—a genial,

Devery, Tweed and

amiable type. "Doc" Ames, tall, straight 
and cheerful, attracted men, and they gave 
him votes for his smiles. He stood for li- 
cense. Skillful as a surgeon, devoted as 
a physician, and as a man kindly, he In- 
creased his practice till he was the best- 
loved man in the community;: He was 
equally good to the poor. Anybody could 
summon "Doc" Ames at any hour to any 
distance. He went, and he gave not only 
his professional service, but sympathy, and 
often charity. "Richer men than you will 
pay your bill," he told the destitute. 
Ames was sunshine not to the sick and 
destitute only. To the vicious, and the 
depraved also he was a comfort. He was 
naturally vain; popularity developed his 
love of approbation. His loose life brought 
disapproval only from the good people, so 
gradually^ the doctor came to enjoy best 
the society of the bar room and the 
streets. But he -wasn't calculating, only 
light and frivolous, so he did not organ- 
ize his forces and run men for office. He 
sought office himself from the start, and 
he got most of the small places he wanted 
by changing'his party.

Like many a "good fellow" wlth,'hosts 


of miscellaneous friends down town to 
whom he was devoted, the good doctor 
.neglected his own family. From neglect 
he went on openly to separation from his 
wif« and a second establishment. The 
climax came not' long before the election 
of 1800. 
His wife was dying, and his 


daughter wrote to her father a note saying 
that her mother wished to eee and for- 
give him. The messenger found him in 
a saloon. The doctor read the note, .laid 
it on the. bar, and scribbled across it 
a sentence incredibly obscene. His wife 
died. The outraged family would not have 
the father at the funeral, but he appeared, 
not at the house, but .in a carriage on the 
street.- He sat across the. way, with 
his feet up and a cigar in his mouth, 
till the funeral moved: then he circled 
around, crossing it and meeting it, and 
making altogether a scene which might 
well close any man's career.

Koscoe Cookling. 
The death of the widow of Henry 


Winter. Davis recalls the famous speech 
made' by James G. Elaine in the house 
of representatives in 1868, in which the 
name 'Of her husband figured. It was 
this speech which Incurred for Blaine 
the undying enmity of Roscoe Conkllng, 
and which cost him, according to some 
historians, the presidency. 
Conkling and Blaine had indulged in 
a tilt. Blaine was speaking and turn- 
ing to Mr. Conkllng, who was accentu- 
ating his profound Indifference to what 
the gentleman from Maine ' might be 
saying by writing busily, made this ut- 
terance: , 
.

"As to the gentleman's cruel sarcasm, 
I hope tie will not be too severe. The 
contempt of that large-minded 'gentle- 
man is so wiltlhg, his haughty disdain, 
Jiis grandiloquent swell, his majestic, 
superemlnent, overpowering, turkey- 
gobbler strut, |fias been -so crushing to 
myself and all the members of the 
house that I know it was an act of the 
greatest temerity for me to venture 
upon a controversy with him." 
Referring then to a statement of a 
newspaper that the mantle of Henry 
Winter Davis, who ' had died in 1865, 
had fallen on Mr. Conkling (which he 
interpreted sarcastically), Mr. Blaine 
continued: 
'The gentleman took It seriously, and 
it 'has given Its strut additional pom- 
posity. The resemblance Is great; it is 
startling. Hyperion to a Satyr, Ther- 
sites to Hercules— mud to marble, 
dunghill to diamond, a singed cat to a 
roaring lion.

CIRCULAR has "been Issued from the headquarters 
of the American Humane association, calling-public 
attention to a bill which has already passed the 


national house of representatives and Is now pending in 
the senate. 


This bill amends the present law by extending from 28 


to 40 hours the length of time for which live stock may be 
confined in cars without food, water or rest. 


The Humane association protests against the proposed 


change not only because of its inhumanity, but also on 
account of the positive danger to public health which 
arises from the sale of animals for food, when their con- 
dition at the time of their being slaughtered is such as 
to make them positively unfit for food uses. 


As the present law provides that "when animals are 


carried in cars in which they can and do have proper 
food, water, space and opportunity to rest, the provisions 
in regard to their being unloaded shall not apply," it would 
seem that there Is no good reason for changing its pro- 
visions, and we do not believe that public sentiment,will 
approve the relaxing of restrictions that have been proved 
to be necessary by countless cases of gross, cruelty and 
wanton indifference to the interests of the public in the 
matter of healthful food.

OUR RESPONSIBILITY IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


R 


ECENT eventsMn Venezuela have made it more evi- 


dent than before that the relations of this country 
to the republics of South America, and to the nations 


of Europe in connection therewith, will continue to be an 
Important part of our foreign policy for many years to 
come. 


It it were a simple matter of asserting our rights, ac- 


cording to what we believe to be reasonable, the affair 
would not be so difficult. But'unfortunately we have to 
contend oh the one side with the prejudices or ignorance 
of the South.Americans and on the other with the preju- 
dices and the willful blindness of the Europeans. 


It is admitted by all who discuss the matter that the 


Monroe doctrine la not only an essential part of the foreign 
policy of the United States, but It is also a principle of 
universal acceptance by our people. Whatever party J3 m 
pdwer the United States will stand by the Monroe doctrine, 
and practically the entire people will go to any lengths in 
war or in peace to secure the observance of the principles 
embodied in it. 
* 


The United States will not allow European nations to 


consider this hemisphere an open field for colonization, it 
will not permit them to extend their systems of govern- 
ment here, and it will not permit them to oppress American 
republics without reason and justice. 


That this frank avowal of our determination is a dan- 


gerous one cannot be denied. It is a provocation to 
trouble makers, and, it will continue to serve as a text 
for magazine writers and otherp, who will point out that 
it Is not a part of "international law," and that the United 
States is unwarranted In making such a declaration. 


Nevertheless that is the position that has been as- 


sumed by the United States, and the frank avowal of it 
tends toward peace rather than toward war. It is cer- 
tainly better that European nations should know our posi- 
tion than that they, should be Ignorant of It, and certainly 
no European power need get into trouble through laclc 
of knowledge on tb« subject. 


And the recent events In, Venezuela have shown that 


while there ,is a constant danger of complications In thlo 
matter, none of the powers of Europe under present con- 
ditions has any desire to seek a quarrel with the United 
States. Before beginning their movement against Vene- 
zuela, Great Britain and Germany wer« both very care- 
ful to inform the government at Washington that they 
had no intention of seizing Venezuelan .territory or es- 
tablishing a permanent occupation there. 


American friendship is too valuable and. American hos- 


tility too dangerous to warrant a trial of the matter. 
The European powers,.singly;pr together, might establish 
a territorial seizure in South America by force, but there 
is nothing in South America to make it worth while for 
them to do so in the face of the opposition of the United

HOW ST. PIERRE PERISHED. 


T 


HE RECENT reports of the scientists who have vis- 


ited Martinique since the great disaster of May 
8, 1902, present some very Interesting facts in re- 


gard to tho disaster in which nearly 30,000 persons lost 
their lives. 


Mr. George Kennan and others have presented the 


subject with all the ability of experienced correspond- 
ents, and Dr. Angelo Hellprln has told his observations 
in a recently published book which suggests a theory of 
the disaster that, appears to be eminently reasonable. 


It appears that a new crater was formed on the side 


of the mountain nearest to St. Pierre, and on the morning 
of the disaster tho internal forces of the mountain pro- 
duced an explosion which blew out the floor oC the crater, 
and threw it, together with a vast mass of cinders, peb- 
bles, ashes ana steam, high Into the air. Immediately 
below this more solid matter, it is suggested there was a 
gaseous mass' confined under high pressure and intensely 
hot, consisting chiefly of air and steam, with some small 
amount of sulphurous gas. In the throat of the volcano 
Its only avenue of expansion was upward, lifting the 
rocks and other 'material. But as soon as the throat was 
cleared, it found an easier way of escape to the side and 
away from the mountain. At the same time there was 
presumably a sudden expansion or explosion of this gas- 
eous mass, away from the mountain and between the 
earth's surface below and the heavier ashes and steam 
above. 


This puff of hot wind and steam was shot at St. Pierre 


as from the mouth of a cannon. Its temperature is esti- 
mated at from 600 to 1,000 degrees Fahrenheit, and its 
velocity at from 75 to 125 miles an hour. It combined the 
destructive force of a cyclone and a steam blast. 
It 


needed no poisonous gas to complete its work, for It killed 
instantly. It. left in St. Pierre only two living men from 
among 30,000. it piled stone walls and iron beams in 
shapeless ruins. It tore clothing from bodies, it burned 
clothing from bodies, and in some cases it burned bodies 
beneath clothing leaving the fabric uninjured. It swept 
down upon the sea and set ships on fire, burning their 
crews upon their decks. 


In the great disaster of May 8 few were left to tell 


the story of what had happened or to describe their sen- 
sations. Except the two already mentioned the witnesses 
were necessarily somewhat outside of the direct line of 
the blast, for no one could encounter that and live, and 
the two owed tlieir lives to exceptional shelter. 
But 


twice thereafter similar hot blasts swept down the moun- 
tain, once wreaking destruction to the northeast and later 
on August 30 destroying the villages to the south in- 
cluding Morne Rouge, which had seemed miraculously 
saved.from the great explosion. Thc fatal effects of the 
latter outbursts were sufficiently evident both upon life 
and edifices, but there was a better chance to Judge of the 
phenomena in their details. And so far as could be Judged 
these were entirely similar to those of the great explosion: 
a wind of cyclonic violence, an intense heat that scorched 
flesh and vegetation but showed no flame, the absence of 
sulphurous or other fumes, and a feeling of suffocation 
presumably due to burning air in the lungs and throat. 


So far as we know, no such kind of volcanic destruc- 


tion had been reported previous to the Mt. Pelee disaster, 
but the eruption of hot air may serve to explain some 
things in former explosions that have puzzled historians 
and scientists. At Pompeii, for instance, it has always 
been a matter of surprise that the slow-falling ashes 
should have overwhelmed men who appeared to be en- 
gaged In their ordinary avocations, but the steam blast 
would account for these things and it would no longer 
be necessary for the student to choose between the ad- 
mirable discipline and the plurab-'fodllshness of the Roman 
soldier who stopd at his post wii'lle the ashes slowly 
covered him, because no one had sent him orders to quit.

published at Penzance, England! and reprlntea in the 
current issue of the Mining Reporter, will iio doubt be of 
Interest to everyone connected with the Cripple Creek 
district: 


"A Gigantic Undertaking—One of the most gigan- 


tic mining operations ever undertaken is about to 
be carried out at Cripple Creek, Colorado. A tun- 
nel, no less.than 14 miles In length, is to be, bored, 
in order that the minerals may bo brought through 
and forwarded to the coast

HE EVIL EFFECTS of subordinating public interests

THE DANGER OF EXCESSIVE PARTISANSHIP.

HE SHOOTING of Editor Gonzales by Lieutenant Gov- 


ernor TiUman of South Carolina was the outcome 


, of a political quarrel. 
Personally these two men 


had no enmity, but the editor had opposed the politician 
in a way that could only be justified by extreme partisan- 
ship, and months afterward the politician shot the editor 
down on the street without tho sign of an immediate 
excuse. 


There are, fortunately, few states in the union where 


partisanship is carried to such extreme lengths as it is in 
South Carolina and few where public affairs are controlled 
by men of the Tlllman stamp. 
But this cold blooded mur- 


der may serve as au Illustration of the exils of extreme 
partisanship in a much wider field than the limits of a 
single state.

tation, bribery, and various other forms of lawlessness 
and of lawbreaking are the ordinary results of partisan 
ship carried to extremes. 


But while there are tew Americans who will condone 


the shooting of a political enemy in cold blood, or approve 
the bribing of a legislature, there are too many who are 
disposed to commend the spirit of narrow partisanship 
and who are ready to excuse even grave offenses against 
the laws upon the ground that the other side is ready to 
do things quite as bad, if not worse. 


The American people needs to cultivate the spirit. of 


honorable partisanship, to remember that there are honest 
patriotic and well-meaning men in all partles,"and above 
all to keep in greater prominence the principle that the 
object of party existence is the publiq welfare, ana that 
party advantage should never be made aa excuse for any 
action that is dangerous or dishonorable to the general 
interests uf the people and the state,
